Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 13 March 2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that there is no motivation to modify the Kitsukawa with the teachings of Rafey so that Kitsukawa "overlays the 
graphic image on said display device responsive to a determination that the video object is visible in the video frame" as required in claim 
15. The examiner disagrees; Rafey teaches that incorporating interactive graphics into the digital broadcast content greatly enriches the 
viewers' experience. Accordingly, motivation is derived from the secondary reference. 

The applicant additionally argues that this is not needed as advertising icons are displayed at the bottom of a screen apart from the actual 
video content which they may represent (as shown in Kitsukawa: fig. 5). This argument is moot in that the claims fail to recite any 
limitation that the overlayed graphic image is over the video object and merely recites that the graphic image is displayed responsive to 
the determination that a video object is visible in the video frame. Further, the applicant argues that Kitsukawa clearly contemplates 
displaying the advertising icons regardless of the visibility of particular objects in a video frame in that Kitsukawa teaches that the icons 
can be recalled and viewed at a different time. The examiner recognizes this distinction, but notes that a mere teaching of alternative 
methods of displaying icons does not preclude a combination with Rafey. 
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
